BHD MMGEMENT THE CAUSE 



Attorneys for the Bank Say 
TUiis Are Not as Bad 
as Reported. 

DEPOSITORS PWNUBLT SAIS 




Considerable eonetenietloii wm 

created In Hartford last Monday bj 
the report that the State Bank of 
Centertown. tlil» rounty, had cloRed 
its doara and quit bualneH. Upon 
InTestlgatlon this report was con- 
flrmed. State Inapeetor Lob Rbc- 
era. Iijr order of Secretary e( 'State 
Ben L. Bruner, vitlted thia baaM 
last Friday, and aeems to have 
found the bank'« affalra la «aU« a 
precariou* condltloa. 

The Bank of Centertown waa or- 
sanlsed about eight yeara ago, with 
a eaplul stoek of |1S,«00. Joha B. 
Maddox ti the President, John D. 
Bell. Vice President, and H. H. Lew- 
Is, Cashier. The directors are J. B. 
Maddox. V.. S. Barnes and H. H. 
I..ewiB. The statement made on De- 
cember 16. 1910, aa published In 
The Herald, showed that the bank 
had 987,886.16 reeoureea. ii(ith toUl 
deposits of («S,S91.14. 

The Injudlrlniia management of 
the bank ofllcials and those rnn- 
trollinK Its policy, seems in havo 
been the cause of the crash. Dr. 
Ben Bruner, Secretarr of State, In 
an/lnterrlew publiahed In the dally 
papers, haa the following to say In 
regard to the fallur* of the Bank of 
Centertown : 

"Mv exiimlnrr fiMiml on cvamln- 
Inc 'tnis bank that rour mpn had 
borrowed directly over $2T.oii() and 
were Indorsers for over $8,000 more. 

"One of the ofllcers of the Institu- 
tion bad borrowed direotly orer 
$10,9(10 Mid was Indorser for orer 
98.100 more, or had borrowed di- 
rectly and Indirectly 913,9|^0 or 93 
per rent, of the capital and surplus 
nf the bank, while two other parties 
had each borrowed orer $5,300 each 
and were Indorsers for about 98,- 
800 eaeh, mora, while a fourth party 
had borrowed orer 96.700. .These 
four men hsd borrowed from the 
bank directly and indirectly $3r>,000, 
or I'l'i per cent, of the deposits. 

"This bank had a capital of $15,- 
000, with practically no surplus, and 
under the banking lawa of Kentucky 
94,600 la all any one man ean bor- 
row, and If he Is an officer ,two-thlrds 
of this must be secured by morf- 
gSKes. and If not an offlrer. at IcRBt 
«ine-thlrd of It, and of this entire 
borrowing of $35,000 by these four 
men, but Tory Ilttla of It is aaearad 
by mortgagee. 

"This Is one of the most flagrant 
cases of looting a bank that has 
come to my knowledge since T have 
boon at the he<»d of tl'c hankln? 'n- 
ptitutions of Kentucky, and yet this 
Institution had refused to sl^n up 
for es<<minatlon and bad first de- 
murred to my anuniner looking at 
f^e books; but whea told that they 
conM either show the books or close 
the doors of the bank, they aubmlt- 
tc* examination. 

"I wnnt to state, however, In this 
connection tt-at while I am going to 
prosecute these men to the full let- 
ter of tbe law, because I believe ey- 
fv man that knowingly borrows 
from a bank more money than he 
Vno'vs the bank Is allowed to loan. '

and reported the facts to Dr. Ben L. 
Bruner. Secretary of State, who 
promptly ordered the baak eloaad on 
Monday, January tS. 

On that day a meeting of stock- 
holders and directors was held at 
Centertown, at which Mr. Alvin 
Rowe was unanimously selected to 
act for the bank as liquidating 
agent, and he accepted said trust. 
It was further oaaalmously decided 
to proaeeuta aay olMal who auffer- 
ad the baak tit lose on account of 
•Bueh officer'a Irregularity, and each 
and all the ofllcers are arranging 
deeda to tbe bank, and the wives of 
such offioers are giviii^ up all aepa- 
rato property to save the honor of 
the ofllesrs aad the iatarsata of the 
depssltors. It is aot aow bolleved 
that any depositor wtlT lose a eeatk 
though all of them mutt suffer somo 
delay and inconvenience. The aetloti 
of the oflicers and their families will 
secure practically all the Indehted- 
neaa owing by tha directors, and the 
other largest SaMar to tha baak is 
aanply good aa4 will sseara avery 
cent by mortgage. 

The first reports wers la error 
and It is hoped to put tha baak on 
its feet In a short while.

rienced workers, aeeording to a but' 
letin on "fatal accidents In coal min- 
ing" made public to-day by the Bu- 
reau of Labur. 

The Ugures cited In the bulletin 
are priaelpally for tha decade end- 
ing for 1908, during which period 
the fatal accidenta In the coal minea 
of North America wore 2 9. 2!) 3 and 
the rate per 1."imi employes In the 
industry was ,'{.11. Durltig tlie dec- 
ade ending in 1906, the latest for 
which flguras for other coal mining 
countries were aTsllable,. the aver- 
age fatality rate In North America, 
says the report, was S.I.I per, 1 .000. 
This, it is said, was decidedly high- 
er ilinn the fatality rat" in other Im- 
portant coal fields of the world. Fig- 
ures for a few other countries for 
tbe same period are given by the 
bulletin as followa: United King- 
dom, 1.29 per 1,000 employes; Aus- 
tria. 1.3': France, 1.81, and Prus- 
sia. .2. i :; 

"The full extent of the risk in co;il 
mining in North .\ lui rlcn. " the r>' 
port continues, "Is, however, not 
clearly shown by these figures for 
the coal fields as a whole, bat con- 
sideration must be given to the rates 
for each geographical section. 

"These show that in the Fast Cen- 
tral section, which ( oniprises West- 
ern Kentucky. Illinois and Indiana, 
the fatality rate for the twenty years 
ending with 1808 was only S.8S per 
1,000 employes, while in the West- 
ern section (Colorado, New' Mexico 
and I'tsh) It was 6.4 ?>er 1,000, and 
In the Pacific oCast section (Wash- 
ington and British Columbia), 7 per 
1,000. It would appear that the va- 
riation in tbe fatality rates Is due 
to different raining methods and to 
differences In the coal seams." 

While the fluctuations In the rate 
from year to year have been consld- 
ernlde. the bulletin continues, since 
' lS!ts. It has never fallen as low as :! 
per 1,0U0. An Important relation 
to tbe number of fatalities Is the 
length of mine exj^rienoes, and the 
bulletin cites that of the 1,669 per- 
sons killed In West Virginia in the 
ten-year period ending with 1908. 
one-fifth hail worked less than one 
year In the mine and over 60 per 
cent, had baaa at work lass than flva 
years. 

"Mining methods In the United 
States," says the report in conclus- 
ion, "are often crude, and known 

safety precautions are either disre- 
garded or not used. Child labo^ 
laws have been, and still are. Indif- 
ferently complied with In many 
States, and a kurober of fatalities 
occur each year among children at 
an age when they should be In 
scbool. In 1908 ten children of 13 
and 14, and thirteen children of 1 ."i

A final 
of, distribution was satered 
ia the bahkraptey proceedings 
asalnBt J>arrish this afternoon. Re- 
eefter Pedley. of the Savings Bank, 
will receive the munificent sum of 
t4 9K on the claim against the for- 
nver uduh prusldeut. In other words, 
the distributions of his aaaeta 
amounta to one-fourth of 1 per cent. 

Parrish claimed his liabilities 
amounted to 8309, <1»0, and assets to 
$2."iI,".i;T. The trustee In bankrupt- 
cy WBi< able to realize onlv $10,UUU, 
the greater portion of the "Junk" 
that Parrlab claimed as aaaeta being 
worthless stocks In wildcat concerns 
that he had organized, and his prop- 
ertv was mortgaged to the fullest 
extent. 

He liste<l Insurance policies at 

$3."i.( and the trustee says they 

are worth just $2oo. T. B. Veager. 
one of the petitioners to throw Par- 
rish into bankruptcy, had a claim 
of 81'>- The trustee will make out 
a check for 4 cents, payable to Mr. 
V'eagor as his part of tbe Parrish es- 
tii re. 

.Mr. I'arrlsli is serving a five-years' 
sentence in the Bddyville penitenti- 
ary for his part In wrecking the 
bank. There were deposits to the 
extent of $1,000,000, and the receiv- 
er has never paid out a penny, al- 
though the bank closed nearly three 
years ago. It will never pay over ."> 
centa on the dollar.

'I'hi.ihpson tcstlflpd tliat on flie 
prtfedin« nisht of the tragedy he 
remained at the home of a friend. 
He aaH that he went to the atore 
about 8:15 o'clock that momlns and 
asked for his father, but waa told 
that hf hnil Boiip out. With Tom 
llaker 111' wfiii up st.iirs and ln'uan 
taklnii nil iiivolci'. His sistpr tolo- 
pboned to the storn and asked why 
It waa the order abe had given her 
father had not been filled. He went 
across the street and secured a part 
of the order and returned to the 
store.

The argumenta were limited tc^ 
two apeechea to a aide thla after- 
noon. C. J. Waddill. of Madiaon- 
ville. and County Attorney C. W. 
Ilennett, of lilxon, spoke for the 
.State, and W, liourlaiid and R. 
M. liaker for the defendant. 

Thompaon was found dead at 
noon on December S6 in a ravine 
near the Providence cemetery. He 
bad been ahot three times in the 
head, and it Is believed that he was 
alao robhi'il nf ovit $".imi. The body 
was discovered by Thomas Thomp- 
son, who was acquitted OB hla ex- 
amining trial to-day.

Acrording tO the censuR of I^'.iO, 
there was a married population In 
the United States of 22.44T,Tt>», 
with an annual average of 33,197 
divoreaa. That is, there waa one 
divorce to every 670 of married pop- 
ulation. According to the census 
of luoo, there was a married popu- 
lation of 27,770,101, with .■>ii an- 
nual divorce record of ."i.".,.",ii2, or 
one divorce to every 500 of married 
population. Between 1887 and I9n6 
the record of dlvoreea reached the 
amazing total of 946,625. Nearly a 
million American mairiaKcs wont 
to pieces in twenty years. That is, 
disruption overtook 47,281 mar- 
riages a year, 8,940 a month — more 
than ISO a day. 

No ona aaetlon of tha country 
prodncea a much larger dlrorce crop 
than another. Louisiana, with its 
large Catholic population. Mormon 
Utah, and I'nitarian .\las»achiiFetts 
fi)miab similar figures More 
broadly apaaktog, tha divorce rate 
riaea as wa eroaa tha nap waatward, 
but, on tha whole, tha rata la fairly 
oven throughout the country. The 
rate Is slightly larger In cities than 
in the country, but divorce la by 
no means a city problem. 

It Is astonishing to find that di- 
vorce laws, stringent or liberal, af- 
fect tha rata very allghtly. New 
Hampshire, Utah and South Dakota 
show almost exactly the same pro- 
portion of (iivoicra piT poimlallon 
and per niarilHi;cs New York with 
its one cHUFe for I'ivorce and New 
Jersey with Its half doien causae, 
ahow a rate nearly Identical. 

The solution of our divorce prob- 
lem lies In securing a better rela- 
tion between men and women In ev- 
ery deiiartnient of lif. It is an aro- 
anomaly in this Republic that there 
should be any distinctions on ac- 
count of sex. It Is absurd that wo- 
ma^ ghould receive lower wages 
than nan for equal work performed 
or equal service given. It Is unfair 
to deny women their share In public 
housekeeping. It is unjust to tax 
them and at the same time refuse 
them citlsenahip. 

Anerlcan wonen are aa well ed- 
ucated,, aa Intelligent, as noral, as 
conscientious, and, within their op- 
portunities, as efficient as American 
men. Once this is fully recognized; 
once the last veFtige of sex preju- 
dice and Fex fdiitempt vanishes from 
custom and from the statute books: 
once the same standard of morals Is 
recognised In society aa It la In the 
law; once It la made at leaat as easy 
for women as for men to earn an 
honorable living; once marriage on 
absolutely equal terms is made pos- 
sible — no moral or physical advan- 
tage on the vide of the husband, no 
Pharisaism allowed on the part of 
the wife— 

Then It will be perfectly aafe to 
attach a divorce coupon to ever'^ 
marriage certificate, with i)ermls- 
sion for both parties to tear It off at 
wlII.~[Rheta Chllda Dorr in tha 
January Forum.
